Park School was likely within a 
five year period; and state ap- 
proval or finding for the Andover 
Elementary School renovations 
was unlikely, since that building 
was both educationally and struc- 
tually sound. — 

After receiving this information 
from the State Department, the 
S.ALD. 44 Directons voted unani- 
mously to develop a building con- 
cept for the Woodstock school, and 
submit the concept fo the State 
Board of Education for their ap- 
proval, ; 

Subsequently, fhe Board hired 
an architect, identified the proper- 
ty for the school building, and 
developed a floor plam for the 
new school, In July, the State 
Board of Education approved the 
S.A.D, 44 concept for a new school 
in Woodstock, and authorized the 
district to conduct a local referen- 
dum, In trying to decide how to 
vote on the referendum in No- 
vember, the primary concern to 
taxpayers in SiA.D. 44 is the cost 
of the project.
